For example,applicant argues that " claim 4 and 5 define the 
structure of a tri-plate stripline filter", however, such remark is not persuasive since the claims do not provide such limitation. Moreover, 
applicant's remark that "the via hole of Hirai is ...different from the claimed via hole" is not persuasive since claim 4 merely recites a via 
hole and does not distinquish from the via hole shown in Hirai. Furthermore, applicant is addressing the references individually instead of 
pointing out why it would have not been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine Rossusseau and Hirai references . 
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
